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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Invention I, claims 1-9 in the reply filed 
on 14 June 206 is acknowledged. Claims 10-18 are withdrawn from further 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the side edges of the 
sleeve recited in claims 1 , 5, and 7, and the fold line of claim 4 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. The drawings 
currently show a tubular sleeve with no side edges shown. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Davoren 
(US 5,851,069). 

Claim 1 : Davoren discloses a combination paper cover and attached package 
comprising a sleeve 20 with closed side edges 16, an open end 12, and a closed end 
14; a package 26 having side edges sealed to closed side edges 16 (see Col. 5, lines 
59-60), a closed end 30 directed towards the sleeve open end, and a sealed end 28 
adjacent the sleeve closed end; and a package insert 40. 

Claim 2: Davoren discloses sleeve 20 adapted contain a newspaper 36. 

Claim 3: Davoren anticipates advertising indicia on an outside surface of the 
sleeve (Col. 6, lines 15-18). 

Claim 4: Davoren discloses the closed end as a fold line 14. 

Claim 5: Davoren anticipates heat-sealing (see for example, Col. 8, lines 1-10). 

Claim 6: Davoren discloses the closed end as a fold line (see Col. 5, lines 6-8). 
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Claim 7: Davoren anticipates heat-sealing (see for example, Col. 8, lines 1-10). 
Claim 8: Davoren anticipates a heat-seal at the sealed end (see Figure 8). 
Claim 9: Davoren discloses insert 40 as advertising matter (see for example, 
Col. 2, lines 36-38). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sargent '135 and Sargent '628 show flexible bags with secondary 
coupon compartments; said bags are fully capable of retaining newspapers. Mulvey 
discloses a flexible bag with a secondary compartment for a sample. Schneider et al 
discloses a newspaper bag with an oppositely faced, secondary compartment for an 
advertising article.
